Jailed builder 
arrested again

About 70 homeowners in the 
Apple wood Subdivision 
breathed a collective sigh of 
relief Tuesday when 13 counts 
of building contractor fund vi- 
olations totaling as high as 
$700,000 were pressed against 
a jailed Oakland County devel- 
oper and a dozen more com 
plaints filed against his wife. 

Romulus Detective Sgt. Dan 
Snyder confirmed that Byrne 
Hobart Benson, 60, of Orton- 
ville, was transported from the 
Oakland County Jail to 34th 
District Court on Tuesday to 
answer charges pressed by 
area subcontractors. 

Benson was convicted after 
pleading no contest earlier 
this year to seven similar com 
plaints in Waterford Township, 
and was sentenced to a year in 
the Oakland County Jail. 

On Tuesday, Benson was 
driven to the 34th District 
Court and appeared before 
Judge Felix Rogalle. His wife, 
Mary Louise Benson, 59, who 
was not charged in Oakland 
County, was his co-defendant 
here. 

Both pleaded not guilty and 
were released on personal 
bonds, but Benson was re- 
turned to the Oakland jail. 

Snyder said the complaints 
in Romulus were filed by eight 
sub- contractors, with two city 
homeowners ready to appear 


as witnesses since they at- 
tended closings on their 
homes. 

Both defendants are slated 
to return to the Romulus court 
next Wednesday for a prelimi- 
nary exam. 

Snyder said the pair face a 
six-month to three-year jail 
term and $5,000 fine per 
charge. 

The problems came to light 
several months ago when Ap- 
olewood Subdivision homeo- 
wners began to receive notices 
of liens against their proper- 
ties from Benson’s subcontrac- 
tors. 

The homeowners expressed 
great shock, since title 
searches had failed to show 
any outstanding monies owed 
to the listed subcontractors. 

But authorities said Benson 
had apparently promised to 
pay those outstanding costs 
prior to the title searches and 
therefore they did not register 
at that time. 

When Benson later said he 
had no funds to pay the sub- 
contracting bills, liens were 
immediately placed against 
the homes. Most of the victims 
in these cases appeared to be 
first-time home buyers, the 
contractors said. 

Many home buyers turned 
the problem over to their law- 
yers, rather than contacting 
the police, one homeowner 
said. 


Aztec company 
to double size

Aztec Manufacturing Co., a 
supplier for Ford Motor Co., is 
planning a $5 million growth 
program over the next four 
years, Aztec President Frank 
Lopez informed Romulus City 
Council members. 

Aztec moved from Ecorse to 
Romulus in October 1988 with 
a staff of 28 persons, Lopez ex- 
plained in a new tax abate- 
ment request. The firm 
received a six-year tax abate- 
ment at that time and prom- 
ised to add 10 to 20 jobs in two 
years. 

Lopez said to date the firm 
employs 72 workers, which in- 
cludes 44 new employees and 
has purchased $1.1 million in 
machinery and office equip- 
ment that was not tax abated. 

Lopez forsees a tripling of 
Aztec’s work revenues in the 
next four years, but states tax 
abatement is critically 
needed. 

Lopez explains that his firm 
currently leases its 27,440 
square foot building. Axtec 
plans to purchase the building 
if it gets favorable approval 
from the city council and then 
plans to more than double that 
facility with a 35,340 square 
foot addition. 

Lopez said the growth plan 
also includes the purchase of 
more than $4 million in ma- 
chinery' and office equipment 
and the hiring of 15 to 30 em- 
ployees. 

Lopez says he feels that Ro- 
mulus is on a “threshold of re- 
naissance” because of its 
location next to a growing air- 
port and the city of Detroit. 

Since Ford is one of our top 
customers, Lopez said, it is 
very important that we are 
very’ close to their plants and 


international offices too. 

Lopez, who said Aztec has 
18 Romulus-based employees, 
has remained very active with 
the Partnership for Education 
program, sponsored by the Ro- 
mulus schools. 

He feels partnerships of all 
styles need to be enhanced in 
the city and that business 
leaders need to alert other out- 
side industrial and commer- 
cial firms of the positive 
factors of being located inside 
Romulus. 

“In addition to Ford Motor 
Co.,” he said, “the federal gov- 
ernment (U.S. Defense Depart- 
ment) also has become a major 
customer. 

“For several years we were 
making tank tread kits for ma- 
jor military units.. .but with 
planned defense cuts some of 
those jobs could be phased 
out,” he explained, “so we 
have to continue our search 
for further job potential in the 
truck and maintenance de- 
partment markets.” 

The city council will con- 
duct a public hearing on the 
Aztec tax request at 6:15 p.m. 
June 15.

High school students honored

A job well done earned 
some special recognition for 
two local Romulus students 
last week. 

Clyde Parsons, quality as- 
surance supervisor at Aztec 
Manufacturing Co. of Romulus, 
said that two business technol- 
ogy students, Cassandra Tasky 
and Jamie McGraw, prepared 
a first class 500-page opera- 
tional manual for his company 
after being given only about 20 
minutes instruction from him. 

Despite the fact the stu- 
dents weren’t even aware of 
job terminology, Parsons said, 
they completed the full man- 
ual on a Word Perfect 
computer disc in 10 days and it 
contained only a few minor er- 
rors. 

Parsons was so impressed 
with the efficient job the stu- 
dents offered that he called for 


an official presentation ses- 
sion at the high school and 
presented the watches and 
other gifts to the pair. 

Florence Satterlee, head of 
the school’s business technol- 
ogy department, said the job 
effort request came from Aztec 
President Frank Lopez, who is 
a veteran Partner for Educa 
tion member with the school 
district. 

The honored students, who 
actually are only sophomores, 
were taken to the Aztec com 
pany office for instruction 
from Parsons, Satterlee said. 
They also were given a rough 
draft of the manual and then 
proceeded on their own, ex- 
cept for technical questions 
that had for Satterlee. 

“They used a lot of creative 
formatting to set the pages in 
the Word Perfect style,” Satte- 
rlee explained. “They worked 
two hours a day for 10 days,” 
she explained, “acting very re- 


sponsibly and wasting little 
time.” 

Her department includes 40 
female students who have 
done similar work for other lo- 
cal companies and the Ro- 
mulus Kiwanis Club for the 
past 15 years, Satterlee said. 
The program offerings were 
computerized about six years 
ago. 

The computerized program 
has created instant jobs for 
most of her students over the 
years, Satterlee said, as long 
was they applied themselves 
to the daily tasks. 

The students’ reputations 
are growing so rapidly, Satte- 
rlee said, “many times I run 
out of students to handle the 
jobs.” 

While almost all of her stu 
dents since 1967 (when she be- 
gan here) have been female, 
Satterlee said, one male has 
expressed interest in joining 
the class next year. 


Toxic clean-up begins

Environmental officials 
have finished preliminary test- 
ing at a Michigan Avenue haz- 
ardous waste landfill site in 
Canton Township and expect 
to begin excavation and soil 
contamination removal work 
this week. 

Kirk Mills, environmental 
engineering specialist with the 
3M pollution control division, 
said clean-up consultants were 
unexpectedly delayed by ad- 
ded safety measure work. 

“Initial plans didn’t call for 
sheet piling (steel sheets 
placed along edges of the 
Rouge River) and that set us 
back several days,” Mills said. 
“We’ve spent (last week) time 
chipping wood and preparing 
a concrete staging pad (for de- 
contamination work). We’re 
ready to start digging.” 

Federal environmental offi- 
cials investigating hazardous 
waste burial sites in south- 
eastern Michigan recently un- 
covered the 3.5-acre site 
located directly behind Keller 
and Stein greenhouses along 
Michigan Avenue at Lilley 
Road. A former 3M employee 
allegedly revealed the loca- 
tion during recent Environ- 
mental Protection Agency 


(EPA) inquiries. 

Federal officials said the 
site, owned and operated by 
Minneapolis based 3M, was 
used during the late 1950s and 
middle ‘60s to bury paint and 
adhesive coating by-products 
produced at a now closed 
Wayne manufacturing facility. 
Materials, including poly- 
chlorinated biphenyls, or 
PCBs linked to cancer and in- 
fertility, were buried in 55- 
gallon metal and plastic 
drums, or simply dumped in 
liquid form into the clay-lined 
fill. Other construction mate- 
rial apparently is buried at the 
site, officials said, including 
concrete and steel rubble. 

“Basically there was a sign 
out front (of Stein florists) an- 
nouncing a free dump,” Mills 
said. “There were no laws gov- 
erning landfill operations 
back then.” 

Federal investigators 
checking the property last fall 
quickly discovered signs of 
waste dumping and contacted 
3M for a waste removal sched- 
ule. An administrative order 
by consent was reached last 
February under which 3M has 
agreed to remove contami 
nated soil and restore the site 
to pre-dig condition. Remedia- 
tion costs are expected to run 
$7 to $11 million. 


Mills said Georgia-based re- 
mediation consultants (Roy 
Weston, Inc.) decided that 
buried waste materials, ex- 
posed by water erosion, posed 
a serious threat to the Rouge 
River once digging com- 
menced and drove steel plates, 
measuring 30 feet long, into 
the river near southern land 
banks. Excavators wearing 
protective clothing will, Mills 
said, begin digging from the 
water back toward greenhouse 
facilities. Materials will be 
placed on thick plastic cover- 
ings and removed for disposal. 

“One of our major con- 
cerns,” Mills said, “included 
fire hazards (several com- 
pounds have low flash points) 
and open drums. We’re being 
very careful and have fire pro- 
cedures in place in accor- 
dance with local fire 
departments.” 

Groundwater and river air 
quality testing also will be con- 
ducted at the site, Mills added, 
to ensure residents’ safety. 

“Every hole you dig,” said 
Mills, “you take a great leap in 
knowledge.” 

The township site is one of 
some 15,000 similar hazardous 
waste sites around the country, 
according EPA records. Thou 
sands of undocumented loca- 
tions remain, officials added. 


Water, sewer 
rates raised 


The new water and sewer 
rates for Romulus that were 
approved on Feb. 1, will go 
into effect next month. 

City Finance Director Dona- 
van McGuire revealed the resi- 
dential sewer rate will rise 
from $9.10 per 1,000 cubic feet 
to $10.48. 


The commercial industrial 
sewer rate will increase from 
$10.48 to $10.80 and the water 
rate will rise from $6.46 to 
$ 8 . 21 . 

Future water rates will rise 
annually unless rejected by a 
two-thirds vote of the Romulus 
City Council.

Schools begin breakfast program 


When children are hungry; 
it’s hard for them to focus on 
everyday tasks-especially 
school work. 

Parents and Wayne- 
Westland school officials are 
frying to make a difference for 
the younger students in the 
district. A self-supported pilot 
breakfast program has been 
implemented in Vandenberg, 
Lincoln and Jefferson elemen 
tary schools. 

The program, which is open 
to all elementary students, 
meets federal and state guide 
lines for a nutritious meal, ac- 
cording to Vandenberg 
Principal Michael Hurley. 

“Information concerning 
the breakfast program was 
sent home in three different 
parent communications,” 
Hurley said. “At the present 


time, we are averaging about 
50 students per-day in the pro- 
gram. We consider the pro- 
gram to be a success at this 
point” 

The idea for the breakfast 
program was brought to the at 
tention of the school board 
members by Hickory Hollow 
officials in Wayne. 

“Jim Netter brought the 
idea of having a breakfast pro- 
gram in the district to the 
Hickory board of directors, 
and we supported the idea by 
sending a letter to the school 
superintendent Dr. (Larry) 
Thomas,” Maureen Dodes 
said, manager of Hickory Hol- 
low. “We’re very’ supportive of 
our kids here.” 

Netter is the treasurer of 
the Hickory’ Hollow board of 
directors. He said it was dur 


ing a trip to Texas where he 
was informed about the impor- 
tance of children receiving a 
breakfast and how a school 
could easily establish a break- 
fast program. 

“I went to a family reunion 
where quite a few of my rela- 
tives are teachers and princi- 
pals,” Netter said. “They were 
telling me about a breakfast 
program where no child in an 
elementary school is excluded. 

The breakfast consists of 
cold cereal, oatmeal and pan 
cakes and is provided before 
classes begin at the three ele 
mentary schools. 

“What we discovered is that 
children are often misjudged 
for behavior problems, and a 
lot of times it’s because they 
didn't get any breakfast before 
school started.” Netter said.

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Looking to repeat his incredible point standings success in 1991. professional hydroplane race driver Mark Tate 
returns to Detroit this week with his screaming Winston Eagle. 

The 33-year-old Wayne native and John Glenn High School graduate said the 2.5 mile Spirit of Detroit Thunderfest 
teardrop course poses one of the toughest challenges on the 10-stop unlimited U.S. circuit. 

“Current, ground swells (wake) and wind play a pivotal role on the (Detroit) river,*’ the 1991 Gold Cup champion said. 
“It’s an extremely tough course. You always have to be totally focused and thinking hundreds of yards ahead. Winning in 
Detroit is sweet, but you earn it.” 

This will be the 78th year of hydroplane racing in Detroit and Tate’s 21st -he’s been at it since 1972 and watching from 
the shoreline his entire life. He comes from a tradition of boat racers-grandfather, Joe Sr., spent “around 50 years” in 
boat racing and Tate’s father, Joe Jr., has been involved “for more years than I have been,” he added. 

Racing boats, Tate said, “is something that I have always set my sights and goals on. I’ve never known anything else.” 

At age 12, Tate climbed aboard a 6-foot speedboat powered by a 5- horsepower Mercury motor. 

“I was hooked,” he said. 

Progressing through several size and speed classes, Tate got his first taste of real power in 1978 driving limited inboard 
hydroplanes featuring 500-horsepower automotive motors packing 160 mph top speeds. 

Through the mid-’80s Tate continued racing limited inboards, setting world speed records and finding himself named 
to the American Power Boat Association Hall of Champions. He also is the only driver to ever qualify for four classes at 
the national inboard championship, and in 1988 won the 7 liter Triple Crown championship at Valleyfield, Canada. 

Three years ago Tate got a shot at the unlimited series test driving Oh Boy! Oberto for owner Jim Harvey. In 1991, at age 
31, Tate signed with the Winston Eagle team and promptly won the Detroit Gold Cup race in his unlimited debut. He 
recently signed a two-year deal continuing the Winston Eagle relationship through 1995. 

Bespeckled and slight, Tate looks like the man charting jet fuel consumption rather than muscling a 3,000 horsepower 
water rocket at blinding speeds. 

“Actually you take quite a beating," Tate said. “You have to be really strong and clear minded. Your head bounces all 
over (the cockpit) and it’s very noisy with the gear box behind you. But I tend to block that all out traveling at 200 mph. I 
focus more on out guessing the other drivers and watching the water ahead of me. It’s after the race is over that you 
realize how hard the work is and the physical toll it takes.” 

Thunderboats today, some 29 feet long, are powered by Lycoming helicopter engines sucking three gallons of Jet A fuel 
per mile. Drivers, wearing fire suits, are strapped inside chrome roll cages, featuring top and bottom escape hatches and 
are protected by an F-16 fighter jet canopy. They use an on-board air system and communicate with crew members on a 
two-way radio during the race. Top speeds on calm straight water reaches 210 mph. 

“Sure there’s danger,” Tate said, “but nothing’s bullet proof. I look at it like a baseball player-you get hit by a 100 mph 
fastball, you get up, shrug it off and get back in the batter’s box. We do the same thing. I’m paying too much attention to out- 
working the other drivers that I don’t think about the danger. That’s my job and I love it. You can’t describe the feeling.” 

Thunderboat drivers will saddle up Thursday for qualifying laps and run through the Sunday Gold Cup finals. For 
details telephone 771- 7333.

With A1 Barnett and Curtis 
Lunsford leading the pack, Be- 
lleville won the final Wolver- 
ine A* Conference track and 
field championship. 

Barnett, a senior, captured a 
pair of gold medals, while 
Lunsford, a junior, finished 
first in three individual events 
and anchored the 1.600 meeter 
relay to a first-place. 

“It was gratifying to win the 
conference title,” said Be- 
lleville High School coach 
Dave Medley who pointed out 
that in the 10 year history ol 
the league the Tigers have won 
the first and “now the final ti- 
tle.” 

The Wolverine “A” Confer- 
ence will be dissolved after 
the current school year and all 
eight members will become af 
filiated with the Mega Confer 
ence starting this fall. 

Undefeated during the 
dual-meet season, Belleville 
brought the curtains down on 
the conference with an im 
pressive showing. The Tigers 
garnered 140 points, outdis- 
tancing arch-rival, Wayne Me- 
morial, which finished second 
with 99 points. The Zebras 
managed to eke out a one- 
point win over Dearborn For- 
dson, which had 98 points for 
their third place finish. 

Following the leaders were: 
Monroe (72), Wyandotte (63), 
Trenton (36), Southgate Ander- 
son (10) and Lincoln Park (7). 

Thanks to Barnett and 
Lunsford’s performances, the 
Tigers won seven out of a pos- 
sible 15 events. 

Barnett, one of the top shot- 
putters in the state this year, 
pifikfed up a gold in his spe- 
cialty. His toss of 55 feet, 8 1/2 
inches was the best in the con- 
ference. He also won the 
discus toss (161-feet, 3- inches). 

Lunsford crossed the finish 
line first for the 100-meter 
dash, covering the distance in 

10.9. He then led teammate 
Darren Hamilton to the wire 
for the 4 00 -meter dash. 
Lunsford’s winning time was a 

49.9. Hamilton was clocked in 
51.4. 

The speedy Tiger junior 
also put the 200-meter dash 
into his win column after tour- 
ing the distance in 22.6. 

The showdown for the gold 
between Belleville and Wayne 
Memorial in the 400 meter re- 
lay didn’t materialize because 
Wayne sustained a setback. 
One Wayne runner was dis- 
qualified for going out of his 
lane and colliding with a 
Southgate athlete. 

The Tigers finished the

event with the gold in 44.4 sec- 
onds with a lineup that in- 
cluded Daryl Montie, Mike 
Hendrick, Hemy Parks and 
Chris Cannon. 

In the final event, Lunsford 
took the baton and darted for 
the finish line of the 1,600 
meters. Lunsford and his 
teammates - Hamilton, Tony 
Maciejewski and Butch Mat- 
thews turned in a 3:27.5. Close 
on Belleville heels were For- 
dson, which finished second in 
3:28.0 and Wayne, 3:28.5. 

Belleville also received sil- 
ver medal performances from 
John Snead, who finished sec- 
ond in the high hurdles (15.4) 
and from Kevin Robinson, who 
was runner-up in the 300- 
meter hurdles competition. He 
was clocked in 41.1. 

Mike Kendrick of Belleville 
finished a disappointing third 
in the high jump. He leaped 6 
feet for the bronze medal. Ken 
drick has cleared 6 feet, 10- 
inches. 

Although they finished 
third, the Belleville 3,200 
meter relay team of Hamilton, 
Maciejewski, Russell Stewart 
and Craig Hogg set a Tiger re- 
cord when they finished in 
8:08.6.

Accused killer Dwayne Ty 
rone Stallworth will face trial 
in the stabbing death of his 71 
year-old neighbor. 

Stallworth, 36, was bound 
over Wednesday to Recorders 
Court after a hearing con- 
ducted before 22nd District 
Court Judge Sylvia James. 

The court heard from six 
witnesses and what appeared 
to be the defendant's confes- 
sion was read into the court re 
cords. 

Stallworth was ordered to 
be incarcerated in the Wayne 
County Jail without bond until 
his 9 a m. June 9 appearance in 
the Frank Murphy Hall of Jus- 
tice in Detroit. 

At that time, the defendant 
will be arraigned on the felony 
murder charges. 

Stallworth is accused of kill- 
ing Doris Summers, a neighbor 
who lived in the 4000 block of 
Middlebelt Road. 

According to court testi- 
mony, police believe that Stall- 
worth broke into Summers' 
home sometime during the day 
of April 1 or April 2 with the 
intention of finding money to 
purchase drugs. They believe 
Stallworth ransacked the 
house, stole cash and valu- 
ables, including rings then 
drove off in the victim’s 1990 
Chevrolet black Lumina after 


stabbing Summers' to death. 

Stallworth apparently ex 
changed the car for two $20 
pieces of rock cocaine, accord- 
ing to one of the witnesses, 
Chanti Harrington. 

Harrington told the court 
that he voluntarily stepped for- 
ward to give police informa- 
tion. Answering questions put 
to him by Wayne County Assis- 
tant Prosecutor Gary LaBret, 
said on Saturday (April 3) he 
was approached by Stallworth 
and asked if he was willing to 
take the vehicle for drugs. 

The alleged exchange was 
made and Harrington kept 
possession of the vehicle until 
Monday (April 5) when he 
learned about the killing and 
the car. 

“I told him ‘why you do this 
to me',” Harrington testified. 
“He said ‘what’? 

“I sold him the car. And I 
had a fight with him." 

Harrington and Stallworth 
exchanged icy glares at each 


other during the testimony. 

Cross-examined by Stall 
worth’s court appointed attor 
ney, Monsey Wilson, who asked 
if the witness knew his client, 
Harrington replied: “I saw him 
walk around the neighbor 
hood." 

Wilson asked the witness 
what he gave up for possession 
of the car and Harrington rep 
lied “a couple of rocks (co- 
caine). Two 20 rocks." 

The court heard testimony 
from four other witnesses, in- 
cluding Mary Donald, a friend 
of the victim’s, Shirley Dennis, 
Darnell S. Summers, the vie 
tim’s son and detectives. 

Donald told the court she 
and a friend went to the Sum 
mers’ residence on April 5 
when the victim failed to show 
up at a local drug store. They 
said they found the door 
jammed. She said curtains 
were drawn and that she be- 
came concerned. She said that 
she entered the house and 


found the house in disarray. 

Donald said that the scene 
startled her because Mrs. Sum- 
mers was a meticulous house- 
keeper. She told the court she 
and her friend went next door 
to call police and was let into 
the house by Stallworth who 
apparently was on the tele 
phone. She asked to use the 
phone but he said he was using 
it. 

After patiently waiting for 
Stallworth to allow her to use 
the phone, Donald said she 
grabbed it and “discovered 
that there was no one on the 
phone.” 

Dennis told the court that 
the defendant appeared at her 
house with a “large sum of 
money." 

Asked to describe “how 
much”, she replied: “A lot of 
money.” 

Asked by LaBret whether 
she saw a car, and Dennis rep- 
lied. “Yes. A black Lumina.” 

Wilson attacked the cred- 
ibility of the witness, pointing 
out that she and his client 
“went to a motel together and 
smoked crack together.” 

“You smoked a consider- 
able of crack, right?” Wilson 
asked. 

Dennis replied: “Yes.” 

LaBret called to the witness 
stand Darnell Summers, who 
told the court that he was in 
Germany when he received 
news of his mother’s death. He 


said he returned to the States 
on the next available flight. 

Summers said that his 
mother was “of the old school” 
who didn't like keeping money 
in the bank and that she usu- 
ally kept a large sum of money 
in the house. He said it wasn’t 
uncommon for his mother to 
have between $2,000 to $3,000 
in the house. 

LaBret recalled Detective 
Hines to the stand who told the 
court that the investigation led 
to Stallworth after talking to 
some of the witness. He said 
that he arrested Stallworth 
with the help of state and local 
police as “he was coming out 
of his garage.” 

Hines read a statement 
made voluntarily by Stall- 
worth. The statement, in Stall-

worth's own handwriting, 
according to the Inkster detec- 
tive, stated that the defendant 
went to the Summers’ home 
and that Summers had a knife. 

“I grabbed her hand and 
fell,” Stallworth’s statement to 
the police reportedly started. 
“I slipped and fell on her,” the 
knife penetrating the victim's 
neck. 

Stallworth contended in the 
letter that it was an accident 

“If she’s dead, no one is 
going to believe me,” the state- 
ment read. 

According to the statement, 
Stallworth took some money 
and left with the car. 

None of the involved parties 
would comment as to whether 
the defendant’s statement to 
police will be admissible in 
the higher court. 


‘Good Samaritan’ is killed

A 32-year-old Westland man 
was struck and killed Monday 
by a Livonia driver after acting 
as a “Good Samaritan.” 

Craig Sieczkowski was trav- 
eling on Seven Mile Road 
around 8 a.m. in Northville 
Township when he noticed a 
stalled vehicle on the road, 
Northville Township police 
said. Sieczkowski and his wife 
Diane, 24, pulled off the road 
to help the driver, Northville 
Police Chief Chip Snider said. 


Sieczkowski crossed Seven 
Mile Road near Northridge 
Road to aid the driver by push 
ing the car off the road. 

When he was finished, 
Sieczkowski attempted to 
cross the road against a green 
light and was struck by an on- 
coming car, Snider said. While 
crossing the road, the driver of 
a van stopped in courtesy to let 
him cross, however, a car ap- 
proaching on the other side of 
the van was unable to see 
Sieczkowski until it was too 
late, Snider said. According to 
police, Diane Sieczkowski wit- 


nessed the accident. 

Sieczkowski was taken to St. 
Mary’s Hospital in Livonia 
where he was pronounced 
dead at 9 a.m. Police do not 
believe the 35-year old Livonia 
man driving the car was speed 
ing at the time of the incident, 
Snider said. 

Police are investigating the 
incident, but Snider does not 
believe any charges will be 
made against the Livonia man. 

Funeral services were Fri- 
day and Sieczkowski was 
buried in Butman Cemetery in 
Gladwin, Mich.

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National union for teachers 
under consideration by leaders

Nasty bargaining sessions 
and millions of dollars wasted 
on in- fighting may lead to a 
single national teacher’s union 
and, in fact, has already lead to 
a unified international 
teacher’s organization. 

Representatives of the Na- 
tional Education Association 
(NEA) are expected to discuss 
this summer the possible 
merger of their 2 million mem 
ber organization with the 
American Federation of 
Teachers (AFT), an AFL CIO 
affiliate representing some 
600,000 primarily urban 
teachers from across the coun- 
try. 

Talks commence under pro- 
posed new business items dur- 
ing NEA representative 
assembly activities in July. 

Some 20 million free- 
country teachers from around 
the world, formerly repre- 
sented by four international 
.unions, already have merged 
unto the Education Interna- 
tional organization, NEA Pres- 
ident Keith Geiger said. 

Geiger, a former Livonia 
teacher and Michigan Educa- 
tion Association president, 
♦said closer to home that NEA 
assembly representatives have 
determined AFT teachers are 
not the real enemy of the pow- 
erful union. 

“Together,” Geiger said re- 
cently, “the two unions could 
bring more strength at the lo- 
cal level. Constant fights have 
altered the focus from promot- 
ing good education, lowering 
class size and spending more 
(local, state and federal) 
r-money on schools. We no 
longer have the resources or 
the energy to fight with people 
who we basically side with on 
most issues.” 

Any single organization that 
is proposed during summer 
talks, Geiger said, will: 


• Guarantee minority group 
participation in the gover 
nance and operation of the 
unified group. 

• Have democratic decision 
making procedures, including 
the use of secret ballots to 
elect officers and change the 
governing documents of the or 
ganization. 

• Be free to take positions 
and pursue objectives that are 
in the best interests of its 
members. 

• Not require any current af- 
filiate of the NEA with or 
make per capita payments to 
the AFL-CIO. 

No final commitments will 
be made, Geiger said, without 
the approval of the 1994 (NEA) 
Representative Assembly. 

AFT spokeswoman Donna 
Fowler said merger talks bet- 
ween the two strong unions 
have been “standing policy” 
for years. 

“Actual steps (for a merger) 
are long and not often easy,” 
Fowler said Friday. “But we’re 
pleased with the (NEA) activ- 
ity.” 

Statewide, AFT represents 
Detroit and Dearborn 
teachers, Fowler said. Flint 
teachers were the last AFT 
representatives to merge with 
the NEA before the practice 
was outlawed in the early ‘70s. 

Geiger said he expects op- 
position from teachers in New 
Jersey, New York, Illinois, Lou- 
isiana and Massachusetts, and 
four states, including Florida, 
Wisconsin, Minnesota and 
New Mexico, have already 
signed consent agreements to 
merge. 

Plymouth-Canton teachers’ 
representative Chuck Portelli 
said he tentatively favors 
merger talks. 

“I think it’s a good move,” 
Portelli said. “All teachers 
will have their views ex- 
pressed by a single group- 
there’s strength in numbers.”

Canton road construction projects begin 


Summer road construction 
in Canton Township has be 
gun. 

A series of infrastructure 
projects will soon get under 
way in the township along 
Beck, Hanford and Ford roads.

paved lanes w'ith a third turn 
lane at Ford Road. Bids on the 
Beck work will be opened in 
early July w’ith road construc- 
tion starting in August. A 
paved surface should be in 
place by mid November.

Park Police Department that they were pursuing 
a vehicle in the area of westbound I 94 and Wayne 
Road,” Wayne police Lt. Dan Randall said.

Bomb threats 
received at 
2 area banks

Two Westland banks received telephone bomb 
threats May 28, Westland police said. The Na- 
tional Bank of Detroit (NBD), 35050 Ford Road, 
and First Federal of Michigan, 7205 N. Wayne 
Road, received bomb threats one hour apart. 

A 29-year-old NBD teller took the first call at 
12:30 p.m. and transferred the caller to the 
branch vice president. The subject told the vice 
president, “I’ve got 20 sticks of dynamite in your 
bank. You’ve got four tellers working - take all 
your money and walk it down Wayne Road.” 

The vice president called police and NBD se- 
curity immediately after the call. 

FBI agents arrived shortly thereafter, police 
said. The bank was checked for explosives and 
no sign of dynamite was found. 

An hour later, at First Federal of Michigan, a 
44-year-old teller answered a telephone call and 
transferred it to the bank manager as requested 
by the subject. Police said the First Federal 
manager was informed that 50 sticks of dynamite 
were inside the bank. He was then told to put “all 
the money” in a brown bag and take it across the 
street to a McDonalds restaurant. The manager 
was told to place the money inside the restaurant 
restroom or the bank would “be blown up within 
minutes,” police said. 

The bank manager notified police and the 
building was immediately evacuated. The man- 
ager made a quick check of the interior and 
found nothing out of the ordinary, police said. 
The bank was closed for 30 minutes until First 
Federal Security arrived to check the interior. 
Again, no explosives were found, police said. 

Both incidents, police said, reportedly in- 
volved a black male in his mid to late 30s.

Local voters strongly reject Proposal A 


An expected flurry of school millage referenda 
are forecast this summer following the rejection 
of Gov. John Engler’s tax reform Proposal A. 

Meanwhile, Wayne County political leaders 
are waiting to see if rural and northern Michigan 
counties will seek any type of retribution for area 
voters’ heavy rejection of the tax plan that even 
Wayne County Deputy Executive Michael Duggan 
called “a once in a life time chance to cut” the 
heavy county real estate tax level. 

Prior to the vote, Duggan blamed the real es- 
tate tax load as one of the main reasons that area 
businesses were moving away. 

Engler and many others across the state say 
the heavy “no” vote in Wayne, Oakland and Mac- 
omb counties doomed the tax plan that would 
have substantially cut real estate taxes, while rai- 
sing the state sales tax from 4 to 6 percent. 

The future of many school districts and politi- 
cal careers - particularly Engler’s - remain in 
doubt, following the statewide vote. 

In addition, initial hostile emotions between 
opposing forces on the tax plan are creating a 
time delay in the Engler administration and state 
legislature decisions on which road the state 
should take now. 

Engler has already stated he will not support 
any income tax hike as recommended earlier by a 
bi-partisan legislative team, and state Rep. Gre 
gory Pitoniak (D-Taylor), a member of that group, 
said he will not support any resurrection of an 
assessment freeze. 

Pitoniak feels three elements killed Proposal 
A in Michigan: confusion on the complicated pro- 
posal, distrust of the plan itself (and Lansing poli 
ticians) and the fact that parts of the proposal 
were not implemented prior to the vote 



Since the finance^ of many school districts are 
in total disarray right now, Pitoniak said, “a flurry 
of school millage votes are expected.” 

In Romulus, School Superintendent Dr. Will- 
iam Bedell expected the 4-1 no vote by Romulus 
voters, but expressed surprise that Proposal A 
was even rejected by a 2 1 vote in Wayne where 
he felt the tax plan could have helped that school 
district. 

Bedell said he felt Engler has to separate the 
tax reform and school finance issues to obtain 
passage, but Pitoniak said if that happens the out 
of-formula Romulus school system could face 
even tougher economic options. 

“Romulus schools will have a tough economic 
crunch no matter what,” Bedell said, ‘and only 
God knows what he (Engler) will do to us next." 

Romulus Mayor Beverly McAnally was suppor 
tive of her city voters’ 2.778 to 698 rejection of the 
tax reform plan. 

“People are not stupid,” McAnally said. * they 
know a tax hike when they see one. The guaran 
teed 2-percent sales tax hike was matched with a 
lot of loopholes on the other side that school dis 


tricts could have used to gain extra millage in 
later years.” 

In addition, McAnally said many senior citi- 
zens and various homeowners saw federal tax 
deductions disappearing if Proposal A was ap- 
proved and then the net tax factor would be an 
overall increase. 

Ironically, the Romulus City Council members 
will vote tomorrow night to lower the city operat- 
ing millage from 10 mills to 9.754. City Finance 
Director Donavan McGuire said the lower rate 
was affected by the state Headlee Amendment 
and some budgeting process efforts. 

Wayne 

Wayne residents cast a resounding “No” vote 
to Proposal A June 2. * 

Of the 10.711 registered voters, 1,785 were in 
favor of an increased sales tax and lower prop 
erty tax and 2.475 were against the proposal, ac- 
cording to City Clerk Doris Nall. 

“We had 40 percent of the registered voters at 
the polls which was a good turnout,” Nall said. 
‘Total voters including absentee were 4.327.” 

If Proposal A was approved by the voters, 
Wayne Westland schools would have seen their 
operating millage rate drop 20.1236 mills from 
47.1236 to 27.0000 mills, according to Ed Ro- 
thfelder. Wayne assistant finance director. 

Rothfelder said that would mean a 20 mill 
drop to city taxpayers. The per pupil revenue for 
Wayne Westland schools would have been in 
creased 3 percent to $5,082 based on 27 mills 
levied.

The librarians in the dis- 
trict were hoping for approval 
of Proposal A as the more than 
$12 million in budget and staff 
ing cuts already taking place 
in the district have hindered 
the use of a full time librarian 
in the schools. 

The defeat of the recent 
millage proposal and Headlee 
Rollback forced the district to 
make the drastic cuts. 

Approximately a year ago 
the school board granted a 
$100,000 library renovation 
fund to each of the four junior 
high schools and a $150,000 to 
each of the high schools, ac- 
cording to Joanna Link, Stev- 
enson Junior High School 
librarian. 

“We’re at the second year of 
spending the $100,000,” Link 
said. “Each of the junior high 
schools has spent approx- 
imately $66,000 over the last 
two years to use up that 
$ 100 , 000 .” 

At Stevenson, Link said, 
$45,000 was spent on 
computers and software for 
students and teachers. Ap- 
proximately $18,000 has been 
spent on books, filmstrips and 
videos. 

“If the library cuts go 
through, then Stevenson will 
have a librarian in there only 
half a day, and the library will 
then be closed the rest of the 
day,” Link said. “There will 
also be no clerical help. 

“What were talking about is 
$64,000 worth of brand new 
materials either locked up be- 
cause nobody is there, or if the 
door is left open, then the ma- 
terials have a way of disap- 
pearing.” 

Proposal A would have as- 
sisted the district with more 
funds which could have pre- 
vented the cuts to the school 
libraries, according to Link. 

Canton Township 

Canton Township voters 
turned thumbs down on the 
governor’s school aid-sales tax 
increase proposal by a nearly 
2-to-l margin. 

Of the 34,255 registered vo- 
ters, only 14,138 or 14 percent 
cast ballots on the Proposal A 
question, according to the of- 
fice of the township clerk. 

Including the 3,529 absentee 
ballots cast, 4,772 voters fa- 
vored the proposal while a re- 
sounding 9,366 cast no votes.

downey who made an unsuc- 
cessful run for the District IV 
council seat in 1990. “All of 
my neighbors came to my sup- 
port. At least 58 of them 
signed petitions so that I 
could keep the goats. But 
council members refused to 
listen.” 

The goats were sent to farms 
in neighboring Van Buren 
Township and have since died. 

And now Muldowney is 
back, this time with a pair of 
sheep who he has named 
Steven and Berry - names that 
obviously are aimed to get for- 
mer councilman Stephen 
Berry’s goat. 

Muldowney feels that Berry 
orchestrated the “fiasco that 
ended in council’s decision 
that I must get rid of my goats.” 

Born and raised in West- 
land and a 1972 graduate of 
John Glenn High School, Mul- 
downey said that he supported 
then challenger John Clemens’ 
bid to replace Berry on coun- 
cil, “but once on council, 
Clemens also voted against 
me.” 

A political activist who has 
urged that council take a pay 
cut because he feels that mem- 
bers are overpaid (council 
members receive about $6,000 
annually), Muldowney said he 
doesn’t fear any retaliation 
now for keeping sheep in his 
back yard. 

“After all, they are not dan- 
gerous and they won’t harm 
anyone,” he says. 

The two sheep will join a 
flock of other animals in the 
Muldowney household, includ- 
ing two dogs, two cats, and two 
birds. 

It does sounds as if Mul- 
downey is expecting one of 
those big floods, like the rain- 
fall that lasted 40 day and 40 
night and wiped out almost ev- 
erything except Noah and his 
family.

Dr. John Hoben probably best 
summed up resident apathy by 
calling the resolution a “crap 
shoot at best.” 

“I think (vote totals) point 
out there were too many loop- 
holes and that it wasn’t well 
grounded or well thought out,” 
the veteran superintendent 
said. 

What happens next in the 
state legislature concerning 
school aid and property as- 
sessment relief, Hoben added, 
is the $64,000 question. 

“They need to develop a 
more sensitive plan, with more 
grass-roots support that works 
to everyone’s benefit, not just a 
few,” he said. “I do think we 
can look for vindictive, knee 
jerk reactions. And we proba 
bly won’t see a state-aid act be- 
fore the start of the next school 
year. It’s going to be very inter 
esting.” 

Inkster 

Like the majority of voters 
in Michigan, Inkster residents 
also were suspicious about the 
merits of Proposal “A”. They 
voted down the proposal, 1210 
to 965. 

Dr. Equilla F. Bradford, su 
perintendent of Westwood 
Schools, said she believed that 
the voters rejected the pro- 
posal because “they felt that 
they would be paying more 
money down the road. 

“They would be stuck with 
the increase in the sales tax,” 
she added, “and the property 
taxes would continue to in 
crease at the rate of inflation. 
So where were the benefits?” 

Proposal “A” was not the so- 
lution to what ails the schools 
or the property owners, Brad- 
ford stressed. “It wasn’t as

wholesome as it appeared to 
be.” 

The confusion surrounding 
the language of the proposal, 
compounded by the mistrust 
some of the voters have of Lan 
sing, may have led to the light 
voter turnout in Inkster where 
approximately 20 percent of 
the 19,827 registered voters 
took time out to vote. 

“There were too many 
strings attached to this pro 
posal,” said Inkster City Clerk 
Delphine Oden. “In my opin- 
ion, that’s why the voters re- 
jected it. 

“However, it turned out to 
be a very slow day at the 
polls,” she added. 

Van Buren 
Township 

In the southwestern part of 
the county, voters turned down 
Proposal A by a 58 percent or 
more vote. 

Van Buren Township voters 
cast 1,584 affirmative votes and 
2,210 negative votes. The pro- 
posal lost by a 58-42 percent 
margin. 


Twenty-seven percent of the 
14,168 voters in Van Buren 
Township cast ballots on 
Wednesday. 

In Belleville, voters turned 
down Proposal A by a 449 327 
vote, or a 58 42 percent margin. 

Belleville City Clerk Agnes 
Frisch noted that 36 percent of 
the 1,904 registered voters cast 
their ballots in the June 2 elec- 
tion. 

In Sumpter Township, 606 
voters cast affirmative votes 
and 1,071 cast negative votes. 
Proposal A lost by a 64 36 per 
cent margin. 

Twenty seven percent of the 
6,000 registered voters turned 
out for the June 2 balloting in 
Sumpter Township. 

Wayne - 
Westland 

Wayne Westland School 
Board members believe dis- 
trust of public officals and lack 
of information led to the de 
feat of Proposal A on June 2. 

“There’s distrust (of public 
officals) in Lansing and we feel 
the ramifications here,” board 
trustee Sharon Felan said. 

Most board members 
agreed that the lack of public 
understanding of the issue was 
a significant factor in the de 
feat. 

“The information was very 
complex - it was hard to un- 
derstand,” trustee Laurel Rai- 
sanen said. 

Trustee Francis “Bud” Win 
ter said if residents had a 
clearer picture of the proposal 
it would have been approved. 

“It was such a good proposal 
that if people received all of 
the information, it should have 
passed with flying colors,” Rai- 


sanen said. 

Although school board 
members were not shocked 
with the defeat of Proposal A, 
they agrred they were some- 
what taken aback by the signif- 
icant 2 to 1 defeat in Wayne 
and Westland. Proposal A was 
defeated 11,671 to 6,291 by 
Westland voters and 2,475 to 
1,785 by Wayne voters. 

Felan was particulary sur- 
prised that the Wayne- 
Westland district defeated the 
proposal because most people 
would have had a reduction in 
property taxes. 

“We are one of the highest 
taxed districts in the State of 
Michigan,” Felan added. 

After making more than 
$11.8 million in cuts and laying 
off 135 school employees, with 
the defeat of Proposal A, the 
school board has an additional 
$2,185 million to cut from the 
budget and possibly more with 
a likely decrease in the state 
aid package. 

The school board will be 
discussing the remaining 
$2,185 million in cuts this 
week, board president 
Leonard Posey said. However, 
the expected decrease in the 
state aid package may have 
them cutting even more this 
summer. 

“We have a lot of work to do 
this summer before we open 
the doors next year,” Felan 
said. 

“I don’t think our commu- 
nity supports education,” 
Posey said. 

Board members suspect 
they will be asking for a mill- 
age increase in the fall, but do 
not anticipate approval. Felan 
said the board would have to 
ask for more than 6 mills to 
reinstate all programs. Board 


members have been involved 
in ongoing discussions with 
the district unions, but to this 
point no concessions have 
been made, Posey said. How- 
ever, Posey said that now, with 
the failure of Proposal A, 
unions may reconsider their 
positions. 

“Now that Proposal A has 
failed, I think the unions will 
have a different view on the 
whole thing,” Posey said. 

And if the unions accept 
concessions, the voters may be 
more apt to pass a millage in- 
crease, Felan said. 

The district may also have 
additional revenue through 
renting existing facilities and 
selling vacant property, Felan 
said. However, she did want to 
emphazise that no schools 
would be closed. 

Felan was concerned about 
another “Robin Hood” pro- 
posal coming from the state: 
She does not agree with the 
school Financing idea of taking 
money from the wealthier dis- 
tricts and equaling out state 
education by giving that 
money to the less fortunate 
districts. Felan said Proposal 
A would have given Michigan 
equal spending without the 
“Robin Hood” approach. 

The proposal would have 
limited assessment increases 
to the rate of inflation or 5 per- 
cent, whichever is less,” West- 
land Mayor Robert J. Thomas 
said. 

Thomas said the proposal 
would have cost the city some 
money on the 1 percent admin- 
istrative fee collected on 
school taxes, but he is disap- 
pointed it did not pass. 

“There’s not a lot of faith 
they’ll (state) do what they say 
they will,” Thomas said.

THREE YEARS. 
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Firstborns share likes, dislikes 
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Mirror mirror on the wall, whom do l resemble most of all? 

Twins often look alike. Mothers and daughters often 
act alike. 

There is a family in the Wayne-Westland area, how- 
ever, which consists of five generations of first-born chil- 
dren who not only resemble one another but also have 
similar likes and dislikes.

Grandmother Atkinson said it was the same way with 
her daughter when she was growing up.

‘We go shopping just about every day,” 

LaFrance said. “In fact we’re going today. 

We get along very well with each other. 

“I took my great-grandmother shopping 
yesterday, and she saw this shirt and 
thought it was really nice,” Linnabary 
said. “I went back 
later on and bought it 
for myself.” 

This close-knit fam- 
ily had their last reu- 
nion in 1988 where 
more than 80 people 
attended. 

“My sister came 
from Texas, and my 
nephew came from 
Massachusetts,” At- 
kinson said. “We all 
stay in touch. It’s 
great to have a family 
that is so close, and 
even though we may 
argue every now and 
then, we get along 
most of the time.

Cadillac Seville STS is a 
real head turner, or more ac- 
curately a neck snapper. 

Muscling 300 horsepower, 
coupled with 290 pounds per 
foot of tire- ripping torque, 
through the new 32-valve 
Northstar V-8 is going to take a 
tailhook to slow a rocketing 
Seville down. 

STS 1993 moves, folks, 
there’s no arguing, but interior 
and exterior refinements, un- 
less you can afford court costs, 
are what really count and 
that’s where Cadillac de- 
signers have applied them- 
selves. 

Orthopedic seating, coupled 
with optional Nuance leather, 
dramatically improve driver 
comfort and handling. Heated 
front seats also are available. 

The Seville easy-to-read in- 
strument panel features digi- 
tal speedometer, fuel gauge, 
odometer, trip odometer and a 
Driver Information Center, 
which displays RPM data, en- 
gine coolant temperature, bat- 
tery voltage, oil life index and 
warning messages.
